Populations on Warm

populations along the

weather coasts of the Atlantic 
and Gulf states could become 
"sitting ducks for disaster" un- 
less escape routes are provided 
from tropical storms, says the 
chief of the National Hurricane 
Center. 


"A hurricane in the near fu- 


ture could kill 20,000 or 30,000, 
even 50,000 people unless we 
have sound planning," Dr. Rob- 
ert H. Simpson told President 
Nixon's fourth regional Disaster 
Preparedness Conference Tues- 
day. 


"I am enormously concerned 


with development of high densi- 
ty populations right at the shore 
lines," Simpson said. "If we 
stack in people by hundreds of 
thousands and fail to provide es- 
cape routes, we will be sitting 
ducks for disaster one of these 
days." 


Simpson said Dade County— 


miami—is a prime example of 
mushrooming population and 
poor planning. 


If a major hurricane struck 


south of Miami, he said, 250,000 
people jammed between U.S. 1 
and Biscayne Bay would have 
only the one highway on which 
to travel to shelter. 


"A very high percentage of 


these people would be drowned 
or killed by flying debris," he 
said. 


Simpson told disaster officials 


from 12 Southern and South- 
western states that Hurricane 
Celia, which ravaged Corpus 
Christi, Tex., Aug. 3, was "a 
meteorological 
enigma which 


will give forecasters and build- 
ing engineers something to think 
about for years."

Ernest J. W. Fennell today dis- 
approved an application by the

Bureau for a rate increase on 
some homeowners policies. 


Fennell had taken the appli- 


cation under advisement July 
21 following a public hearing on 
the application. 


The bureau represents most 


companies that write homeown- 
ers insurance in Arkansas. The 
bureau had sought a mandatory 
$50 "all-peril deducible" for the 
majority of homeowners pol- 
icies. The bureau said this 
would raise the net level of 
premiums on a statewide basis 
by 2.03 per cent. At the hear- 
ing, it was reported that the in- 
crease 
would 
have 
affected 


nearly 15 per cent of those in 
the state holding homeowner 
policies. 


However, Fennell said that 


supplemental 
material fur- 


nished by the bureau indicated 
that 30 per cent of policyhold- 
ers would have been affected 
by the change. 


Fennell said that while "the 


indicated increase in rates was 
shown as 2.03 per cent state- 
wide that those individuals now 
holding policies containing de- 
ductible clauses known as de- 
ductible 1 and 2 would receive 
a rate increase of approximate- 
ly 14.7 per cent." 


Fennell also said that the 


trend formula used by the bu- 
reau was seriously questioned 
because the formula did not 
recognize the effect on losses 
by the "so-called 
inflation 


guard endorsement," 
which 


"serves to automatically in- 
crease the amount of insurance 
periodically, with consequent 
increase in premium in the ab- 
sence of rate change." 


In denying the application, 


Fennell pointed out that in 1965 
a 12.9 rate increase was ap- 
proved and in 1969 a 25 per 
cent rate increase was ap- 
proved.

Farm Subsidy 
Cutback Only 
$58 Million

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


$55,000 ceiling on farm subsidy 
payments voted by the House 
represents only a $58 million 
cutback in the $3.5 billion pro- 
gram, but some congressmen 
see the action as the first step in 
eliminating payments to farm- 
ers for not growing crops. 


"This may be the last farm 


bill Congress ever passes," said 
Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan., after 
the House approved the omni- 
bus bill containing the subsidy 
ceiling. "One way to end the 
program is to cut down on pay- 
ments." 


Some lawmakers don't want 


to end the program. The result, 
they say, would be higher food 
prices, a cutback in the number 
of farms and the threat of an 
economic disaster. 


The bill, which sets the $55,000 


per crop ceiling on cotton, feed 
grains and wheat, now goes to 
the Senate where President Nix- 
on is expected to fight attempts 
to lower the limit to $20,000. 
Present law sets no limit. 


The House passed the bill last 


week after Nixon urged accept- 
ance of the Agriculture Commit- 
tee version with the $55,000 lid. 
Backers of the lower figure 
have vowed to continue the fight 
after the Senate acts and the 
bill goes to conference commit- 
tee. 


The subsidy lid was a land- 


mark move to include in a gen- 
eral farm bill restraints on huge 
subsidy payments to individual 
growers. 


It was time, the House decid- 


ed, to shut off million-dollar 
subsidy payments—five of them 
last year—to huge operators 
like the J.G. Boswell Co., Cor- 
coran, Calif., whose $4,370,657 
payment has become a rallying 
cry for subsidy critics. 


The limitation, to begin next 


year, was introduced in the Sen- 
ate by Dole, one of Nixon's 
staunchest supporters. 


But Dole is with Secretary of 


Agriculture Clifford M. Hardin, 
the White House and the House 
Agriculture Committee in hold- 
ing the line at $55,000 limit, a 
figure deemed ridiculously high 
by farm critics. 


The issue is expected to come 


to a head on Aug. 18 when the 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
takes up the farm bill. Chair- 
man Allen J. Ellender, D-I,a., 
told a reporter he will do all he 
can to get the legislative pack- 
age through Congress by I^abor 
Day. 
He also is reconciled to a 


subsidy lid but says anything 
lower than $55,000 would disrupt 
agriculture severely. 


The subsidy issue has been 


simmering a long time. Twice 
in recent years the House has 
passed a $20,000 lid, with both 
efforts failing in 
conferences 


with the Senate. 


This year the Senate went for 


a $20,000 limit. The House action 
headed off the lower restriction 
but included a measure which 
sets up key programs for the 
most bothersome of the nation's 
major farm commodities. 


The 
$55,000-per-crop 
limit 


would shave about $58 million 
from the subsidy program if ap- 
plied strictly to the more than 
1,100 farmers last year who got 
at least that.

A tired, but happy Jim Bun- 


ning just missed completing his 
milestone triumph but couldn't 
resist watching the dramatic 
ending as a last-ditch Houston 
rally fell short, gaining the Phil- 
adelphia veteran a place in 
baseball history. 


The 38-year-old right-hander, 


who captured 118 victories with 
Detroit of the American League, 
notched his 100th triumph in the 
National league Tuesday night 
in the Phils 6-5 decision over the 
Houston Astros.

out Bunning, whiffing Jesus 
Alou with two Houston runners 
on base.

Pension Fund 


MONTREAL (AP) - The 


boxing world will begin to take 
care of its own with a retire- 
ment annuity plan for profes- 
sional fighters launched by the 
World Boxing Association. 


The WBA established a com- 


mittee Tuesday at the second 
day of its annual meeting to 
make the necessary studies and 
put the scheme into effect. 


Described as "revolutionary" 


by Charles Loeb of Cleveland, 
Ohio, a committee member, the 
annuity fund will likely give 
participating boxers a guaran- 
teed monthly income or a lump 
sum of equal value on their re- 
tirement. 


It will be financed either by 


annual dues paid by the boxers 
and managers or by voluntary 
cuts from fight purses. 


Malcolm Forrester, a banker 


from Yorkville, Term., was ap- 
pointed head of the committee 
in charge of overseeing 
the 


plan. 


Donald "BUI" Brennan, exec- 


utive secretary of the Virginia 
Athletic Commission, who was 
elected WBA president Tuesday, 
said the scheme "is the finest 
thing we could do for 
the 


sport." 


Brennan, who succeeds 68- 


year-old Emile Bruneau of New 
Orleans, said he is determined 
to make boxing "more honest 
and more acceptable" in the 
world of sport. 


Boxing, with the adoption of 


the plan originally proposed by 
Van Nixon, secretary of the 
Washington, D.C., Boxing Com- 
mission, 
becomes 
the 
last 


professional sport to establish a 
pension program. 


Nixon, in demanding action, 


said, "It is tune we began to 
look after our own." 


Delegates 
representing 
at 


least 10 nations, also voted 
Tuesday to support tough safety 
standards in amateur boxing. 
The meeting ends today. 


They said they would consider 


a suggestion by Brennan to es- 
tablish North American 
and 


Latin American championships 
"to stimulate interest." 


Jerry Shears, president of the 


Canadian Amateur Boxing Asso- 
ciation received full WBA sup- 
port in a resolution for his de- 
mands of "improvements in 
head-gear and other safety re- 
quirements in amateur boxing." 


Judge Robert M. Summitt, 


chairman of the Tennessee Ath- 
letic Commission in Chattanoo- 
ga, said the resolution was one 
of the most constructive moves 
taken at the meetings. 


Meanwhile, the WBA reiterat- 


ed its stand that the eligibility 
of Canadian heavyweight cham- 
pion George Chuvalo is a matter 
for Canadian authorities to de- 
cide. 


A medical committee report 


suggested Chuvalo be barred 
from the ring for medical rea- 
sons following a severe beating 
he received in his loss last week 
to George Foreman 
in New 


York.

Brandt Signs 
Treaty With 
Russians

MOSCOW (AP) - Chancellor 


Willy Brandt of West Germany 
and Premier Alexei N. Kosygin 
today signed a nonaggression 
treaty, the keystone to Bonn's 
efforts to improve relations with 
Eastern Europe. 


Foreign Ministers Andrei A. 


Gromyko and Walter Scheel of 
West Germany added their sig- 
natures to the documents, which 
they had initialed last week. 


Most of the 11-man politburo 


of the Soviet Communist party 
attended the brief ceremony in 
the Kremlin's Catherine Hall. 
They Included Communist party 
General Secretary Leonid I. 
Brezhnev. 


The 
signing 
came 
after 


Brandt and Kosygin had con- 
ferred for more than two hours. 
German sources said Brandt 
also is expected to meet with 
Brezhnev. 


Brandt and Kosygin are ex- 


pected to hold wide-ranging con- 
versations on German-Soviet re- 
lations, international policy and 
problems, and European inte- 
gration and security during the 
West German leader's two-day 
visit. 


While most Soviet newspapers 


today praised Bonn's policy of 
conciliation with the Communist 
world, the Defense 
Depart- 


ment's Krasnaya Zvezda—Red 
Star—reminded its readers that 
West Germany is still a mem- 
ber of the "aggressive NATO 
bloc" with a "revenge-seeking" 
army. The slap implied that the 
Soviet Union can never trust 
Brandt's Ostpolitik while his 
country remains so closely al- 
lied with the United States. 


Rockets for 
$3 Million 


DETROIT (AP) - 
Ralph 


Simpson has gone to court in an 
effort to get a spot on the ros- 
ter of the Denver Rockets of the 
American Basketball Associa- 
tion. 


Simpson has filed a suit ask- 


ing for $3 million damages from 
the Rockets, the ABA and 
league 
commissioner 
Jack 


Dolph. Money is not the major 
issue in the suit, however, since 
the Rockets have said they will 
honor Simpson's Si-million con- 
tract whether or not he is al- 
lowed to play. 


Simpson a sophomore stand- 


out at Michigan State last year, 
was signed by the Rockets this 
spring. The Rocket said Simp- 
son was eligible for signing 
since he was a "hardship case." 
His father had been seriously ill 
and ABA rules allow teams to 
sign college players under such 
circumstances. 


The signing, which came less 


than a year after the Rockets 
signed 
Detroit Ail-American 


sophomore Spencer Haywood, 
provoked protests from college 
athletic groups, including the 
NCAA, which threatened to ban 
ABA recruiters from all NCAA 
games and schools. 


Dolph then ruled Simpson 


could not play until his college 
eligibility expired before the 
1972-73 season. 


The suit, filed in U.S. District 


Court in Detroit, charges that 
"no valid or reasonable excuse 
exists" to prevent Simpson's 
playing. 


Simpson's 
attorney 
said 


the right to play is what is real- 
ly at stake. 


"Playing is awfully vital to an 


athlete," said lawyer Richard 
Suhrenreich Tuesday. "If he is 
prohibited from playing profes- 
sional basketball and college 
basketball, you're talking about 
an athlete sitting out for three 
years."

CRANSTON, R.I. (AP) - The 


Rev. Daniel Berrigan, found by 
FBI agents after four months as 
a fugitive from a three-year 
prison term for destroying draft 
records in Maryland, is in custo- 
dy awaiting transfer to a feder- 
al penitentiary. 


"They had us surrounded," 


attorney William Stringfellow 
said of the dozen FBI agents 
who apprehended the Roman 
Catholic priest 
Tuesday 
on 


Block Island at a house owned 
by Stringfellow and poet Antho- 
ny Towne. 


The agents found the 49-year- 


old Jesuit priest in the front 
room. 


Father Berrigan had made 


several public appearances be- 
fore peace groups and given 
some interviews to news media 
since going underground in 
April rather than surrender for 
the prison term imposed on him 
April 9. 


He had lost all appeals from 


his sentence but said he wanted 
to show authorities "they can no 
longer lock people up on their 
order." 


In Baltimore Tuesday night, 


about 40 persons demonstrated 
peacefully but loudly outside of- 
fices of the Catholic archdiocese 
to protest the arrest. 


Father Berrigan was one of 


the "Catonsville Nine," who 
were convicted of destroying 
draft records in Catonsville, 
Md., on May 17, 1968, as a pro- 
test of the war in Vietnam. 
Pornography 
Commission 
Hot Hixons 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


White House says the Presi- 
dent's Commission on Pornogra- 
phy, whose preliminary report 
is under attack in Congress, is 
not a part of the Nixon adminis- 
tration. 


"This is not Nixon's commis- 


sion," Ronald L. Ziegler, the 
President's news secretary, said 
Tuesday. "It was formed under 
a previous administration. He 
did not appoint the members, 
and the commission's recom- 
mendations are not those of this 
administration." 


Ziegler made the statement as 


the House postal operations sub- 
committee was challenging the 
draft report. The biggest fuss 
has come over tests, sanctioned 
by the panel, in which reactions 
of 23 young men to stag movies 
were checked. 


Ziegler said no White House 


staff members were involved in 
the experiment. 


"There is no intent to pre- 


judge the findings of the re- 
port," Ziegler said. But he said 
Nixon "believes 
pornography 


and obscenity relate to adverse 
social conduct." 


The commission's draft report 


concluded that exposure to por- 
nography does not result in an 
increase in sex crimes.

gas rockets, a total of 12,540. 


The gas is called GB, or "Sa- 


rin," and is capable of killing a 
person in minutes after attack- 
ing part of the central nervous 
system. It is in liquid form but 
would quickly turn to gas if it 
escaped. 


In addition to the GB gas, 


sealed in one of the Anniston 
coffins is a 10^-pound container 
of VX nerve gas, the substance 
that is believed to have killed 
6,400 sheep when tested at a 
Utah proving ground in 1968. 


Army chemical experts and 


the National Academy of Sci- 
ences say the gas, manufac- 
tured during the Korean War, 
must be disposed of quickly be- 
cause the rockets are deterio- 
rating. It is believed the gas is 
seeping into the rockets' propel- 
wnt chambers, with possible 
danger of detonation. 


The only disposal method that 


can be achieved quickly, the 
Army says, is to place the 
vaults aboard the ship and sink 
it. To destroy the supply with an 
underground nuclear blast, for 
example, 
would 
require 
15 


months' preparation. 


There has been opposition

Congress finally

But Sai- 
gon's forces suffered heavy cas- 
ualties in one of the latter en- 
gagements. 


A company manning an out- 


post about a mile south of 
O'Reilly beat back an attack be- 
fore dawn by a North Viet- 
namese company and reported 
10 of the enemy killed. The de- 
fenders said two of their men 
were wounded. 


Military spokesmen said con- 


tact with the North Vietnamese 
continued during the morning. 


The artillery base 27 miles 


west of Hue has been under 
mortar and automatic weapons 
attack since Sunday by massing 
North Vietnamese troops who 
also have made several probing 
ground attacks against outposts. 
The base and its outposts are 
defended by a 665-man battalion 
from the South Vietnamese 1st 
Division, supported by Ameri- 
can helicopter gunsnips and 
fighter-bombers. 


The enemy force in the area 


is estimated at 1,500 men. 


O'Reilly is one of five moun-

ant. It added: "The comrades 
who are guarding the arrested 
diplomats have definite orders 
to execute them if repressive 
forces arrive." 


There was no indication of 


any easing of the search some 
5,000 police and soldiers have 
been making. 


The Tupamaros carried out 


an execution threat on Monday 
when they murdered Dan A. 
Mitrione, 50, of Richmond, Ind,, 
after the government rejected 
the rebels' demand for release 
of an estimated 150 prisoners. 


Mitrione, an adviser to the 


Uruguayan police, and Dias Go- 
mide were kidnaped separately 
July 31. Fly, an adviser to the 
Agriculture Ministry, was ab- 
ducted last Friday after Presi- 
dent Jorge Pacheco Areco re- 
fused to negotiate with the Tu- 
pamaros. 


Hand-written notes from Fly 


and Dias Gomide to their wives 
were found with the commu- 
nique. 


Police said the communique 


and the notes were authentic. 


About 20 Tupamaros have 


been arrested during police 
sweeps since the abductions,

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon signed the postal re- 
form bill today. He said the task 
of overhauling the Post Office 
was accomplished only through 
bipartisan support that "showed 
the system at its best." 


"There is no Republican way 


or Democratic way to deliver 
the mail," Nixon said at signing 
ceremoinies in the office of float- 
master 
General 
Winton M. 


Blount. "There's only the right 
way, and that's what this occa- 
sion is all about." 


Flanked by six of his prede- 


cessors, Blount presented Nixon 
with a replica of the system's 
new symbol: a streamlined bald 
eagle. It replaces the hone- 
back rider which has symbol- 
ized the post office siace 1137. 


The law removed the postmas- 


ter general from the President's 
Cabinet and ostensibly takes the 
Post Office out of politics. 


Blount has declined to say 


what his plans are when the 
new postal system becomes ful- 
ly implemented a year from 
now. 


The comprehensive overhaul 


of the postal system, approved 
by Congress last week, is de- 
signed to cut costs and improve 
service by infusing the mails 
with modern management tech- 
niques. 


Postal officials see the reform 


as a welcome end to the prob- 
lems of inefficiency, political 
patronage and outmoded proce- 
dures that several times in the 
past few years came close to 
causing a total breakdown. 


Under the plan, the Poet Of- 


fice becomes a corporate-like, 
independent agpncy with the 
sofe* task of providing service to 
the American public— eventual- 
ly on a break-even basis. 


Congress' 181-year-old stran- 


glehold on postage rates, postal 
salaries and spending for build- 
ings and equipment gives way 
to internal rate-setting, collec- 
tive bargaining between man- 
agement and unions and capital 
financing through sale of bonds. 


Although costs to taxpayers 


through budget deficits are ex- 
pected to go down as the new 
system takes hold, costs to the 
mailing public may go up more 
than anticipated. 


Blount revealed the price of a 


letter stamp, tentatively sched- 
uled by postal officials for an in- 
crease from six to eight cents 
early next year, may 
soon 


thereafter go even higher. 
*. 


Two months ago, Blount had 


predicted an eight-cent stamp 
would carry the new postal sys- 
tem through the next few years. 


Although the new postal sys- 


tem does not become fully oper- 
ative for one year, its nine- 
member, presidentially appoint- 
ed board of governors may hike 
postage rates by one-third to 
help cover costs of pay raises 
for rank-and-file workers.
